SKIP-STOP SYSTEM 
-FOR P. E. LOCALS. 


NEW PLAN Is TO GO INTO EF- 
FECT THE MIDDLE OF 
PRESENT MONTH. 


In compliance with the recent re- 
quest of the United States Fuel Ad- 
ministration, requesting electric rail- 
Way systems of the country to Intro- 
@uce the’ skip-stop system, the Pa- 
cific Electric yesterday announced 
thet all arrangements for this 
change have been consummated, and 
will become effective on the 15th 
inst. This request has been com- 
plied with by nearly all of the street 
~paliway lines in the country. 

Following a warning from _ the 
government that the “stagger” sys- 
tem, or that of having the cars‘stop 
at alternate blocks going one wey. 
and touching those missed on the 
return trip, was not best calculated 
to fulfill the original plan of the 
emergency measure, a new plan has 
been adopted. Wherever practica- 
ble, the distance prescribed by the 
government of 660 feet in the semi- 
business district 880 feet in the 
residential district and 1320 feet in 
the open country has been used as 
a basis for the stops, regardless of 
street vorners intersecting the car 
line. Thus, on the Hollywood and 
West Sixteenth-street lines, the dis- 
tance was measured from the Hill) 
street station.and continued to, the 
end cf the line. 

This rule, at the present time, ap- 
piles only to runs within the city 
limits, an< inciudes the Watts, South 
Pasacena, tdendale, Santa Monica- 
boulevard, rranklin-avenue, Echo 
Park-aventtie, West Sixteenth and 
Hollywood lines. 

After comparatively short 
this system, which has gone into ef- 
fect in other sections of the coun- 
try, has proved highly satisfactory. 
and it is ge..erally conceded that 
the time saved is easily worth the 
few extra steps to the stop.

_AMERICAN CENSORS 
TO PASS ALL NEWS. 


(CY A. PF. DAY WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. %.—All 
American press dispatches from the 
western ‘front hereafter wifl come 
through direct when passed by the 
field censor, without being diverted 
for further censorship. Heretofore 
whenever. such dispatches referred 
te troops other than American, they 
had to pass through the Press Bu- 
reau at London, often occasioning 
hours of delay. 
Secretary Daniels announced to- 
that through the efforts of Vice- 
miral Simts and Lieutenant-Com- 
mander George Barr Baker, the 
Lendon censor has just ordered 
that messages “without exception” 
from American correspondents in 
France bearing the password of the 
field censor shell be transmitted 
without further censoring or diver- 
sion. This follows a modifying or- 
der issued October 2, under which 
the correspondents have been per- 
mitted to write about American 
troops brigaded with the British and 
French. Until then only dispatches 
relating to separate American forces 
were permitted to come through di-

e report also commended plans 
of the Federal government for the 


rehabilitation, training and replace- 
ment in industry of wounded sol- 
diers and sailors and the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Lane that 
unused land be reclaimed and irri- 
gated for men in service desiring to 
take up agriculture. The commit- 
tee asserted that immigration 
should be restricted during the pe- 
riod of readjustment to prevent 
conditions of unemployment. 

The report urged that “all labor 
laws and standards suspended for 
the duration of the war” be ro- 
stored: that government ald he 
Kiven to industries ‘ ‘essential to the 
stability of the nation,” and that 


Zrants for assisting orphaned chil- 
dren to remain in school wntil the 
age of 16. 

Other recommendations con- 
tained in the report were: . 

“Conversion of.war industries in- 
to normal peace activities, Jevelon- 
ment and extension of foreign trade, 
improvement of agricultura] meth- 
ods, resumption and commence- 

— of public works and improve- 
ments, and renewal of war restric. 
tions, such as fovernment owners 
ship, control and regulation, with 
legislation to confer upon the prop- 
er government agency authority to 
control and regulate monopolies 
and interstate business which affect 
the good the people.

y those who would have the world bélteve 
that the accident of birth entitles them to- 


an exclusive social nook removed from 
“the common herd.” The meaning of the 
word “familiarity” has in consequence been 
given a vicious twist that never rightly be- 
longed to it. 

At this time, when the nations out of 
the war i are attempting to formulate plans 


| for a perpetual peace, it i well for all 


people to understand the .value of famil- 
iarity. The. better acquainted the common 
people, apart from the diplomats and rul- 
ers, become oné with the other the smalier 
will be the, risk of am aloof minority ever 
again kindling international fires. Famil- 
iarity doesn’t breed contempt. On the con- 
trary, it breeds mutual respect and a live 
lier appreciation of the other fellow's point 
of view. Were this not so, human nature 
must be hopelessly wrong-headed and the 
League of Nations, Imstead of producing 
harmony, will simply sow the seeds of con- 
tempt and discord. . 

Indeed, the League of Nations itself de- 
pends for its success on the breaking down 
of the barriers of prejndice and caste dis- 
tinctions and the subatitution of democratic 
familiarity.

A League of Na- 
tions will have to be a League of Neigh- 
bors—so that it can govern its affairs as 
communities. In spite of petty bickerings 
and antagonisms, m to govern theirs.

By the Sentry on His Beat. 

Politics surely is one damn thing 
after another. We are-no sooner 
through with one election than we 
must begin figuring on another. 
Seven months from last Tuesday 
> will come the spring primaries at 
which a Mayor, Auditor, City At- 


torney and nine Councilmen are to 
be either elected or nominated. 

Naturally there is gome specula- 

tion now as to the probable candi- 
dates for the various jobs. Chief in- 
terest is centered on the mayoralty. 
That a lot of fellows are grooming 
themselves for this race Is reported. 
but right now I want to predict that 
Mayor Woodman will be re-elected, 
no matter who decides to enter the 
arena with him. It has been .s0 
many years since we 
chief executive of his caliber that 
it is beyond the realms of possibili- 
ties that he will be removed and 
supplanted by. some professional! 
politician. It ig refreshing to have 
a man of his size and qualifications 
on the job, and I opine that the 
people will keep him there about 
as long as he wants to stay. 
’ There is a little talk of M. P. Sny- 
der, who was defeated at the pri 
maries two years ago, as the wet or 
liberal candidate, but I have my 
doubts about it. If Bell had been 
elected, conditions might have been 
considered more or less favorable 
for Mr. Snyder, but being a two-time 
loser in three months, having helped 
both Heney and Bell to go down to 
defeat, it looks to me like he should 
be contented with the quietude of a 
private existence. 

Every time one starts a conversa- 
jtion about possible mayors, some- 
body springs the name of Boyle 
Workman, and Boyle likes it, but 
he is not the kind who enjoys throw- 
ing good money after bad, and I am 
of the opinion that he will keep his 
sack securely tied. I know that the 
biz, good-natured president of the 
City Council would like to squat in 
the northwest corner of the City 
Hall, but really he can't make it this 
time. He has used about the best 
judgment of any member of the 
Council during the ,past eighteen 
‘months, but the people don’t know 
and would no doubt slaughter 
him along with the rest. I believe 
Pert Farmer can be elected to the 
Council again, but he has no more 
chance to supplant the Mayor than 
Criswell or Conaway would have. 

It is likely that there will be a 
hot scrap far the City Attorneyship. 
“Judge” Albert Lee Stephens de- 
clares he will not be a candidate for 
re-election. This does not make it 
so, however. I remember he said 
the same thing two vears ago, and 
suddenly changed his mind. If he 
does not run, I have an idea that 
some member of his present staff 
will get into the race. It is said. 
strong pressure is being brought to 
bear to induce Howard Robertson 
to run. He resizned the position of 
first assistant in the attorney’s office 
a year ago to accept the presidency 
of the Public Service Commission.

Why a County Central Commit-} 
ee? 


The primary law provides that 
each party shall nominate by the 
usual petition method and elect at 
the primary a county central com- 


mittee. The same law then goes/| 


on to make this institution as use- 
less ag a fifth wheel. on an apple 
cart. 

Two vears ago, when the Repub- 
lican party of the State rennited, 
the necessity for a Republicen 
county central committee ceased to 
exist. This year the Republicans 
went to some expense td name ii« 
allotment of committeemen, the 
Democrats simply wrote in names 
of their selections and no other 
party did a lick. 

The Republican County Central 
Committee solemniv convened, ac; 
cording to law, elected its chairman 
and then quietly subsided into ob- 
security. It had no funds, no means 
of getting any and nothing to do 
if money had been available. The 
State committee ran the works, as 
usual. 

While the primary law destroyed 
the usefulness of the central com- 
mittee, it did not destrov the oppor- 
tunities for friction that the exist- 
ence of such an Institution might 
be able to produce. An illustration 
of that is seen In the campaign just 
ended. Perhaps not more than one 
out of ten politiciana knew that 
Dudley Robinson was'chairman of 
the Republican County Central Com- 
mittee. No one heard of him or 
his committee during the campaign 
until it was apparent that a very 
pecniiar situation was developing.

Charles R. Burger, was found in

LOS ANGELES MANIS 
MODERN PAUL REVERE. 


FOR DISPATCTT RIDING FEAT AT 
CHATEAU THIERRY SERGEANT 
; IS COMMENDED. . 


| “These sounds of peace talk are 
welcome. The war can’t list much 
longer the way things are breaking, 
for which, rest assured, we are all 
thankful. Fritz could never win this 
War as long as our boys are in the 
trenches. They don’t know what 
it means to quit.” 
This is the statement of one of 
Los Angeles’ sons, Serget. Gecerge 
Hoffman, who has seen active serv- 
ice in France since last March, 
made in a letter to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Hoffman of No. 
2207 Jullet street. Sergt. Hoffman 
is a sort of modern Paul Revere. 
As a dispatch rider, during the en- 
gagement at Chateau Thierry, he 
Was caught in a bomb explosion. 
His horse, shot through the brain 
dropped under him, and he himeelf, 
with shrapnel in his thigh, stac- 
gered on to the: company command 
and delivered his message. 
For this deed of bravery he has 
heen commended by the Genera) 
Staff in an official communication, 
which is as follows: 
“Private George Hoffman, Battery 
F, Fifteenth Field Artillery, 
throughout the nights of June 5, 6, 
10 and 11, 1918, when telephone 
communication was interrupted. 
carried messages and orders from 
his battalion commander to the bat- 


teries, constantiy going through 
areas that were being heavily 
shelled and gassed, thus enablirg 


effective and timely fire to be de- 
livered by the batteries. On the 
morning of June 18, 1918, he wae 
slightly wounded by shelifire while 
in the performance of his duttes.” 
In his letters to his parents, Seret. 
Hoffman, who is a gtaduate of the 
Los Angeles High School, class of 
1910, and was formerly in the em- 
ploy of the Kahn-Beck Company 
here, speaks of the splendid hos- 
pital treatment given the American 
wounded. 

“You can't die there,” he says. 
“They take such good care of you.” 


FROM EX-GERMANY. 


Athambra Soldier Writes Letter 
from Somewhere Within “An- 
te Bellum Empire.” 


A letter just received by the par- 
ents of Private Wendell P. Cham- 
bers of Alhambra, who is a member- 
of an anti-aircraft battalion, is writ- 


ten from “somewhere with Per- 
shing’s Army within the German 
ante-bellum Empire.” Chambers 
gives a vivid picture of a night at- 
tack by the Huns with artillery and 
Gotha planes in their futile attempts 
to regain territory wrested from 
them by the Americans. A sig- 
nificant paragraph reads ag follows: 
“I have been through many of the 
camps, dugouts and trenches that 
the “squareheads” were forced to 
give up in their hasty retreat. Some 
they had occupied since the war be- 
gan, and they were very comfortable, 
considering their location in forests 
far from civilization. All were built 
by Huns with all Hun-made goods. 
You haven't any idea how thorough 
and deliberate have been the prepa- 
rations in the war zone. Every- 
thing was sacrificed for the army. 

“One thing I can tell you Is that 
the Hungarians at least are only too

MAJ. WALTER TULLER APPOINT-

TION IN PARIS. 


Maj. Walter Tuller of this city, 
who was a member of the law. firm 
of O'Melveny, Stephens & Milliken 
and who went to France from Camp 


Lewis a little ahead of the Wild 
West Division, has just been appoint- 
ed to attend the General Staff Col- 
iege, at Paris, according to a letter 
rec@ived from him by his wife at 
Long Reach yesterday. 

Maj. Tuller is one of the first Los 
Angeles men to attain his present 
rank. He was itm the Three Hun- 
dred and Sixty-second Regiment, and 
in view of his appointment to at- 
tend the General Staff Colleze, it is 
believed that he is in line for fur- 
ther early promotion. 

In his letter to his wife, Maj. Tul- 
ler says litthe about military opera- 
tions overseas, as he wrote from 
Fngiand during a journey by train. 
He paints an interesting word pic- 
ture, however, of English rural 
scenery as compared with the wide 
expanses of Western America. 
“Everywhere one sees well-kept 
hedges,”’ he writes. “Naturally, the 
country is very pretty. But after 
the great outdoors of the mighty 
West, it feels small. . A itt- 
tle further on we passed the mea- 
dows of Runnymede, where Magna 
Charta was wrung from King John 
over 600 years ago. The whole coun- 
trv is certainly a picture. It consists 
chiefly of rolling, beautifully wooded 
hills. with meadow-covered valleys 
between and nearly always a stream 
winding through, always bordered by 
willows. There is: nothing grand, 
nothing immense, as in cur western 
country, but a ‘country that is a 
perfect gem of simple, pete pas- 
toral beauty.”’

After the loving cup 
had. been passed a few times there 
was a royal flush on each face and 
then the Kaiser mischievously got 


declared war. 
Ito it was this button craze of 
William's that inspired the German 


method of restrainir s prisoners of 


hand and march to the rear. He 
would have to use his right hand to 
hold his trousers in position and it 
would keep him too busy te think of 
running away. At least one button 
from each prisoner was sent to the 
Kaiser to be added to his already 
enormous collection. 

These buttons with their descrip- 
tive cards now fill several rooms in 
the palace at Potsdam. They are 
kept largely in filing cabinets and 
the services of severa] clerks are 
needed to keep track of them and 
put them away. Orie of the prob- 
lems of the peace conference will 
be to dispose of this collection. The 
King of England wants his buttons 
back and thinks that all of them 
should be restored to their origina! 
owners. The President of France

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—An injunction 
restraining the members “and direc- 
tors of the Western Cantaloupe Ex- 
change from forming combinations 
in restraint of trade in violation et 
the Sherman Act was issued by 
Federal Judge George A. Carpenter 
today. 

The injunction restrains the men 
and concerns famed in it from re- 
taining their men*berships in the 
Western Cantaloupe Ex@hange and 
specifically mentions that they are 
in no way to try to regulate the 
prices paid for cantalotipes, the acre- 
age grown, the amount marketed or 
to: what extent the grower should 
be advanced money‘on his crop. 

The injunction was issued against 
the Western Cantaloupe Exchange,. 
the Lyons Brothers Company. Ar- 
thur Miller, the Cecil H. Cummings 
Company, Clifford O. Coggins, 
Swift Bollens, the Lion-Coggins 
Company, Samuel Y. Free, the 
Mutual Distributing Company, the 
United Marketing Company, Charles 
E, Virden, E. S. Armstrong, Arthur 
M. Klein, A. G. Kohnhorst, Fred 
Brennisen, Louis M. Spiegl, F. E. 
Wagner, W. L. Wagner, C. H. Wea-'

the same lines as the other fruit 
exchanges, except that the canta- 
loupe distributors entered into an 
agreement to provide each other 
with a daily list of cantaloupe ship- 
meMs from and to all points.

AUSTRALIA PROTESTS 

AGAINST PEACE TERMS 


ENGLAND REPLIES, DENYING 
THAT DOMINIONS HAVE 
BEEN SLIGHTED. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, Nov. 7 (Thursday.)-— 
Premier Hughes of Australia made 
a bitter protest against the peace 
terms tonight in addressing the 
Australian Cjub. 

“We w launched into this war 
without being consulted,” the Pre- 
mier declared, “and now the terms 
of peace have been drawn up and 
we have not been asked to express 
our views beforehand.” 

He particularly objected that Aus- 
tralia had been prevented from 
making her own laws which would 
enable her to discriminate between 
friends and foes in tariffs, 

“T cannot say what the other 
dominions will do, but nothing is 
further from the thoughts of the 
Australian people than to extend 
the same treatment to Germany in 
regard to tariffs and economic ar- 
rangements after the war as to 
France, Belgium, Italy and America, 
and nothing but force will compel 


us to do it,” he continued. “This 
clause takes from us one of the most 
vital of our sovereign powers and in 
the name of the people of Australia 
I emphatically protest agaiust it.” 

Premier Hughes protested alyo 
that there was no provision itn the 
treaiy fr indemnities with which to 
relieve Australia from a crushing 
war Gebt nor a provision for the re- 
tention of German Islands, “without 
which the territortal integrity of 
Australia is forever menaced.”

“From the first, the British gov- 
ernment has recognized that the 
magnificent efforts and  ~gacrifices 
made by the dominions and India 
in the common cause have entitled 
them. to an equal voice with the 
United Kingdom in the settlement 
of the terms of peace. 

It was with this specific object 
in view that the first imperial war 
cabinet was summoned last year. 
On that occasion every aspect of 
the general peace settlement was 
exhaustively discussed by the two 
committees of the imperial war 
cabinet, on each of which the 
dominions and India were repre- 
sented as well as by the imperial 
war cabinet itself. 

“The Australian government for 
reasogs of a domestic character was 
not represented at these discussions, 
but the.conclysions of the commit- 
tee and of the imperial war cabinet 
on these matters were communi- 
cated to the Australian government 
at the time, and have since then 
been again reviewed at this year's 
session of the itmpertal war cabinet 
in a series of discussions in which 
representatives of Australia par- 
ticipated. 

“Nothing that has been done hy 
the British representatives at the 
recent meeting of the Supreme War 
Council inconsistent with the 
general conclusions arrived at in 
these discussions or has precluded 
or prejudiced the effective attain- 
ment in the final peace terms of any 
specific objects to which the atten- 
tion of the imperial war cabinet 
was drawn by the representatives of 
the dominions and India. 

“The British government has ev- 
ery intention of associating the gov- 
ernments of the dominions and In- 
dia with itself at every stage in the 
future discussions of terms of peace. 

“From the moment that it be- 
came clear that such discussions 
were imminent, the prime imimisters 
of the dominions and India we.e 
warned to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to come over or to send repre- 
sentatives with a view to their re- 
maining in constant and the closest 
touch in their capacity as members 
of the imperial war cabinet, with 
developments of the an:!

REPARING the land for the short fal- 
low period preceding the rains is en- 
gaging the attention of the army of lima 

bean growers t t the southern coast 
region. 

Powerful tractors are pulling disc and 
moldboard plows in series, turning over 
the sod to a depth of eight to twelve inches. 
The growers appreciate the value of getting 
down into the soil, now that they have the 
_aid of large machines having a drawbar pull 
of from thirty to forty-five horse power. Al- 


or more of these large machines, which does 
the work of plowing in about one half the 
time that eight mules could do it. 


Hundreds of ‘acres on the Irvine ranch 


are already plowed. In the Sawtelle-Beverly 


region many ranchers have finished _ their 
plowing. In the San Fernando Valley the 
snorting. tractors are overturning soil on 
a dozen ranches, 

After the first good rains have soaked the 
soil thus plowed, the bean farmer runs a 
heavy roller over the clods, and, as often as 
a crust forms after rains during the winter, 
he gets his tractor out and pulls one of sev- 
eral forms of cultivators over the flelds to 
put the ground in good tilth and preserve 
the moisture. Spring tooth and chisel cul- 
tivators are favorites for this work. Some 
cultivators are designed to cut the weeds in 
addition to breaking the crust.

making on farms. As a result, milk deliv- 
eries in some districts have increased 
fold and are now practically as large as) 
in peace times, though, of course, at the | 
expense of butter production.

At last, Amsterdam and Antwerp obtained 
the commerce of which Bruges had formerly 
the monopoly in the country and merchants 
began to leave Bruges for these places, 
London, Bristol and South Hampton, too, 
were coming into prominence as commercial 
centers at the expense of our “dear, dead 
Bruges.” | 
of America, which brought about a profound 
change in the method of commerce, and ac- 
cording to one writer, may be said to mark 
the beginning of the modern era.

Already something like 700,000 books of a 
technical and educational nature have been 
bought, and these are up-to-date and the 
best of their kind. Many of the men are 
working with airplanes and automobiles, and 
they must have the latest information. 

A mountaineer recently asked for a book 
on how to lay pipe and make joints of lead 
and another man wanted one on shoe re- 
pairing. Take a muleteer who came in the 
other day and asked for a book on automo 
biles. He was handed one giving the latest 


{nstructions for running a Ford. He gave it 


back in disgust, saying: “Look here, part- 
ner, I have taken apart and reassembled 
1500 Fords in my lifetime, | want something 
fresh.” “One second,” replied the librarian, 
and he went back and brought out the very 
latest thing in automobile literature, a book 
copyrighted in 1918. “That's the ticket,” re- 
plied the mule driver. “Giddap!” 

There was a call for a book on the psychol- 
ogy of color and the applicant was one of 
the expert men of the Camouflage Corps. 
Said he, “I want a book that goes to the 
fundamentals of this color business, and 
when I get it I'll make one of these’ big 
babies”—here he pointed to a monster siege 
gun—“harder for Fritz to find than a negro 
in a coal bin at midnight.” 

Similar demands come from the chemists 
who are working on gases, from the geolo- 
gists who advise as to tunnels and mines, 
from the electricians of the Signal Corps 
and from the scores of other scientific divi- 
sions of the army. These technical works 
cost from $4 to $5 apiece and your money 
will enable the library association to buy 


encampments and it has war service clubs 
connected with all the great factories. 

It has established clubs for the war-work- 
ing women of France, and through it the 
universities and colleges of the United 
States_are offering scholarships for French 
girls who wish to take advantage of our 
educational system. There are 230 of these 
girls now coming over the ocean, and the 
French government is paying a part of their 
expenses. Our Y.W.C.A. clubs in France 
have opened a new world to the working 
girls of that country, and the same is true 
of the club centers established in Russia. 


Not long ago a corps of our woman work- 


ers went on a big steamer down the Volga, 


giving educational and propaganda lectures 
in all the towns. They taught modern sant- 
tation as to the care of babies and children 
and home economics, including bread mak- 


-ing and eooking. When our women were 


forced to flee from Petrograd they went to 
Moscow an@ later carried their work out 
into the country. They are doing wonders 
in showing the peasant women how to 
lighten their labors and to aid in sate regen- 
eration of Russia. 


Closely allied to the work of the 


Y.W.C.A. is the War Camp Community 


Service, which is more under the direction 
of the army and navy than any other branch.

The wife then bestows on 
him the most tender care, as if on this the 
welfare of the home depended, 
“As a reason for these su prac- 
tices and ridiculous ceremonies, they assert 
that, if during this time they should go walk- 
ing, they would trample on t®e*head of the 
infant; of they should chop “wood, they 
would cleave the child's head: if they should 
shoot birds in the mountain, they would in- 
fallibly shoot the neWly born. And 80 it is 
“ith other foolish things of a similar char- 
acter which they firmly believe. 
“The time during which the father must 


keep to his bed, or hammock, varies from a_ 


few days to several weeks. In some tribes 
it is longer than in others. During this sea- 
son and even for months afterwards some 
articles of food are quite tabooed.” 

- This extraordinary custom has at one time 
or another obtained in all quarters of the 
globe, in Asia, in Africa, In Europe, as well 
as in North and South America. Marco Polo 
- found evidence of it during his travels in the 
Orient. It is, however, in South America 
where it is most prevalent.

I venture the sug- 
gestion that in early days the lord of the 
household became jealous at the attentions 
lavished upon his childbearing spouse—or 
one of his spouses—and that he wished to 
‘show them that she was not the “whole 
cheese,” 


W etting the Bed. 


» LADDER weakness, with incontinence of 
urine, is a common ailment of children. 
This is due entirely to wrong feeding and 
therefore it is eminently unjust and cruel 
for parents to punish children. They should 
rather blame and punish themselves. J. H. 
Tilden, M.D., writes on this subject: 

“The excessive use of sugar is the cause 
of much bladder weakness in children, Many 
are forced into polyuria; they are wet from 
urine all the time, and their beds. are 
“adaked’ every night.. Some mothers are s9 
ignorant as to punish little children for fre 
quent urination. Many teachers in public 
schools do not know that there are a few 
children who need to go to the closet every 
hour, and sometimes oftener; and; instead of 
trrfng to understand the children’s plight, 


these little cadenlaiiahen to write their names 
on the blackboard every time they go out; 
or they are refused permission to go. The 
result of having them put their names on 


the blatkboard is that they adyertise their 


frequent urination to the school, which is, 
humiliating. 

“Teachers should know that sith a state 
in a child is due to digestive troubles, and 
they should see, or send word to the par- 
ents,.calling their attention to their om 
dren’s disease.

Although the entiré German Empire 
possesses a population of about 60,- 
000,000, ite anointed of the Lord costs it, 
until the beginning of the present war, more 
each year than the reigning houses of Great 
Britain, Austria, Russia, Italy and Spain, 
combined, every penny of which xe 2 and 
still has, to come out of the pockets f the 
taxpayers. in England; on the oth 


is derived, not from the tax but from 
crown property and estates. At the begim 
ning of each reign in Great Britain, the mon- 
arch turns over to the state the administra- 
tion of the revenue of the entailed crown 
estates, receiving in return a civil list. Un- 
der Edward VII., and likewise in the case of 
King George, the income derived from the 
property in question has exceeded by a con- 
siderable sum the amount which .the sover- 


“eign and his family receive in the shape of 


civil list, so that the taxpayers, instead of 
being mulcted for the maintenance of their 
royalty, derive a handsome financial profit 
from the arrangement. | 

If royalty is so terribly expensive in Ger- 
many, and has all along weighed so heavily 
on the shoulders of the German taxpayers, it 
is because the latter have to provide for the 
maintenance, not of one reigning house, but 
of more than a score of them: People here 
in America always talk and write of the 
Kaiser ag if he were the only ruler of Ger- 
many. But there are twenty others of them, 
each maintaining a separate court, and 


claiming to be, not his vassals, but his allies. - 


For the German Empire is composed of a 


confederation of twenty-one monarchical and . 
sovereign states, and the Kaiser is merely. 
primus inter pares, and enjoys his title of 


German Emperor—not Emperor of Germany 


~-in his capacity as hereditary President of 
the Confederation. 


A few years prior to the war it was shown 


. by, the Prussian Councillor of State, Rudolf 


, long regarded as a leading and fear- 


lesg expert in the matter of Teuton finance, 


that the non-Prussian reigning houses and __ 


courts of Germany cost the taxpayers a sum 


of over $250,000,000 a year, which could be — 
economized if they wére swept out of exist-— 


ence, and all brought under the immediate 
rule of the Kaiser.

But when his sun set, his power was 
overturned, and he was sent .off into cap- 
tivity by the Allied Powers, a number of the 
German petty monarchies were restored to 
life, so that after the Congress and Treaty 
of Vienna, there were about two dozen left 
in the German Empire. The Kingdoms of 
Hanover, the Electorate of Cassel and the 
Duchy of Nassau were absorbed by Prussia 
in the War cf 1866, and today there are but 
twenty-one left. 


If at least all these score of German petty 
sovereigns were Of real use to tlieir subjects, 
eome pretext or excuse might be put for- 
ward for the continuance of their existence. 
But. there is little or nothing that can be 
said in their behalf. Many of them have 
been afflicted with peculiarities of character 
bordering on lunacy. Others have been rav- 
ing lunatics and homicidal maniacs through- 
out a portion or. thé whole of their reign.
